Andre! Y. Vishinsky has been a 
rebel 
and 
incendiary 
orator 
since his early teens. 
Born in 
Odessa in 1883 of well - to - do 
middle-class parents, he became 
a brilliant law student at Kiev 
University. He early became ac­ 
tive in the student revolution­ 
ary movement in southern Rus­ 
sia. 


Glib, craft Vishinsky somehow talked the Czar’s police into taking 
the “heat” off him. 
He became an outstanding, honored criminal 
lawyer. 
But he never really dropped his subversive work 
and 
when the Red revolution broke in 1917, he fought at the barricades.
